Chang Chih Tung, Governor Generil of 
the.T'wo Kwangs, haa.sent a momorial to 
Poking giving tho reaults of the investiga 
tiona into the condition of the Chinese in 
the Britiall, Spanish and Dutch colonies, 
and recommending’ propvsal for the exta- 
blishment of a Consulate General ot Manila, 
with a view of affurding pratyction to. Chi 
nese subjects. Inthe course of the mo- 
morial he say8 mw!" : 
_ At Maniia the’ Chinese community com- 
plained bitterly of the wrong they ‘receiy- 
edat the hands of. tho Spaniards, They 
earnestly entreated for tho appolatment of 
Consuls, to protect them, volunteering to 
déiray the expenses of such an andertak- 
ing. Tho Chinese there number -over 
6 :,000, and are carrying ona most thriving 
business, notwithstavding tha groat w: rf 
iificted on them. Suma of them are 
brotally murdered: vut of personal hatred 
or joalousy, others havo their dwelliigs 
burned. and plundered. ' In all of these 
cases, the civil and military authorities aent 
to investigate the affairsovinca the most 
flagrant partiality, andcounivo atthe guilt 
of the criminals, In addition to. these 
wrongs, the most éxtortivuate tuxes are 
lavied-on them. in direct violation of treaty.

DOUGLAS. CHALLENGE CUP 
THE PROTEST AND DECISION, 
To the Kiitor of the ‘ Cnuwa Mam."

Sin,—It is an ‘article of faith in tho orced 
of every true sportaman that’ the decision 
of an umpire shall in all caaca be regarded 
as final; and after the publication of the 
result of the enquiry which has been held 
by Messrs Burniv, ‘Tripp, and Woodin into 
the race for the above cup, I am not sur- 
prised that, in sporting circles, thoro is a. 
wide-spread feoling of regrot that. tho time 
honoured custom of appointing previous to. 
the raco n competent Judge waa departed 
from, or rather overlogked, when arrange- 
ments were being made for the last annual 
race ‘for thia much-coveted prize. Had 
some, sportsman, fully conversant with 
modern yachting fules, boon iu charge of 
this raco, Mr Beart would never have been 
put to the necensity of. publicly lodging a 
protest against Mr Forbes holding the Cup.’ 
In taking thy steps he did the,owner of the 
+Kathieen waa dlitharging a duty from which 
Tue trite téver uf sport should. ever shrink— 
a duty which a competitor in'a race owes a8 
much tothe public gonerally as ha dues to 
himself individually. :

launch~ had conductedor directed. the 
Naomi round the White Rock, Mr Forbes, 
in furnishing au cxplanation of thé occur- 
renco, admitted having asked the launch to. 
pick up the White Rock for the Naomt, but 
added that the Naotni, having subsequently 
mado out the small islands to the Enst- 
ward, had altered her e.surse for the Rock 
bafore any eignal was made *to -her by tho 
launch. “In other words, Mr Forbes con- 
tended that the Nomi did not receiva ar. 
aiatance from the launch, In onothor 
parasraph however Mr Forbes stated—and 

now quote his exact words--that‘ we did 
not take an unfair advantage of the other 

achts, as at the time I speak of we were 
close to the Rock, and could hate-found it 
in a'minute or tiso without the assistance of 
the launch.’ The italics aro imine, If this 
ia not an admission that the Vaomi did ro- 
ceive, assistonce froni the launch, I can only 
aay that [do not understand the English lin- 
guage, A prima facie cuse againat the 
Naom: holding the Cop was undoubtedly 
made out on Mr Forbes’ own showing ; and 
if farther ovidence was needed to justify 
Mr Beart taking the steps he did,. it 
would bé fund: in’ the third ‘para. 
gragh of Mr Forbes’ letter of the samo 
date, in which he.’ states that ‘it 
is a pity the men vn board did not tell you 
that we ordered the Idunch to remain-at 
the White Rock, so as tu show’ the other 
yachts where it was’—a statement which 
implies that all the competing yachts might 
have had. the same.aid ws the Naomi bad 
received. © There can be no doubt that the 
Naomi did take advantage of tho assistance 
the launch was: askéd ‘to furnish; and the 
fact'that those. ia charge.of the launch were 
ordered- to remain for the benefit of the 
other yachts proves this. conclusively, but: 
it does not in any way leasen tho ponalty 
attached to the error of judgment com- 
mitted “by the Nuomi.’. The long and un- 
necessary delay in coming to a decision, 
coupled with the opinion expressed by the 
judges that ‘the Cup had been fairly won’ 
points to two conclusions :—1, that the re-
